There you find, sneaking into the little 
back door to the White House, the tax pro- 
gram of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and of William Randolph Hearst. 
Rather than touch further the untouched 
billions on accumulated corporation sur- 
pluses the White House suggests that the 
present inadequate taxation on current cor- 
poration surpluses be removed. 


Such a suggestion is made, mind you, 
when the corporations are already piling up 
returns for themselves higher even than in 
the financial riot year of 1929. 

Such a move will encourage Hearst in 
his further plan to cut down or end income 
taxes on the individual rich. “It is no fun 
being a millionaire these days,” weeps 
Hearst in the New York American of Dec. 
17. He wants the “poor millionaire” to be 
relieved of his “tax burden.” 

That, you will recall, is said for the most 
bloated group in the entire world, the Amer- 
ican rich. That is said of those who have 
escaped taxation in comparison to members 
of their class in England and similar coun- 
tries. “ 

Roosevelt’s hints on taxation cannot be 
passed over by the labor and liberal forces 
of this country. These proposals sound an 
alarm. They point to the urgency of a na- 
tional labor and liberal conference on legis- 
lation: to let Congress know that TAXES 
MUST BE INCREASED, NOT DECREASED, 
ON THE RICH.
